Reference was also made to the 
old and recent Mayor's acts, counsel contending 
that members of the Board of Police were not 
city and could not be removed under the 
last act. In 1873 one of the Commissioners was 
removed up 
THe MAYOR’s ACT 
of 1872; and the matter went to the Supreme 
Court. The decision given was to the effect that 
members of the Board of Police were not in- 
cluded in the purview of the Mayor's bill as city 
officers, and that the Board was an executtve 
department of the city, organized under the 
charter and its amendments. There was, how- 
ever, no pretense that the Mayor's act of 1875 
gave such powers, and the only question was 
whether the act of 1872 gave Common Council’ 
power to repeal such offices as the Board af 
Police, 
THE SIXTH SECTION OF THE CONSTITUTION 
provided that all persons now holding any office 
or appointment shall continue In the exercise of 
the duties thereof according to the provisions of 
the appointment. unless this Constitution 
otherwise provided. Now, the President and the 
other Police Commissioners were elected, and 
were serving under their commissions received 
from the Governor of the State. This examina- 
tion of the law was sufficient to show to the 
Court the position the Board occupied. 
The duties imposed were of the most im- 
portant character, and the statutes imposing 
those daties were imperative aud mandatory. 

THE POINT TO BE DECIDED 


p act expressly re- 
pealed the prior statutes creating the Board 
of Police. If it did, it also changed the entire 
Tax law applicable to the city, abolished the 
Boards of Public Works, Education, and Health, 
and entirely obliterated and wiped ont the exist- 
ing City Government.

MB. GOUDY 
then delivered the concluding argument for the 
Gefendants. He said the ordinance in question 
authorized the Mayor to appoint a City Marshal 
with the consent of the City Council. The in- 
junction prohibited the Mayor from making that 
appointment, and the question firet to be con- 
sidered was whetber or not the City Council bad 
the power to pass that ordinance. It was 
conceded by the bill that the City Council 
was acting under the General law of 
1872. In Sec. 2 of Art. VL it was 
expressly that, by an ordinance 
assed dy a two-third vote of the Aldermen, the 
ayor was authorized to appoint a City Marshal. 
They found, then, that the charter which was 
now governing the city, and which was the law 
for the City Council, expressly authorized it to 
pass an ordinance to that effect. And yet the 
complainants asked the Court to restrain them 
from making this appointment, on the ground 
that the ordinance was invalid. But the lan- 
guage of the statute was 
PLAIN AND DIRECT, 
and could not be explained away. Complain- 
ants said they were performing certain duties 
and exercising eertain powers under laws passed 
ee to the act of 1872; that the appointment of 
which Ker aner T eae ae be per- 
formed by this City Marshal were in conflict 
with the duties thev had to perform. If it were 
true that the law of 1872 was inconsistent with 
the laws under which the Police Commissioners 
were acting, then by the express terms of the 
former act, in Bec.

SUIT AGAINST A RAILWAY.

tion of $349,285,309, and a deposit of bonds 
of only $375,735,500, which, on the basis of 
100 of bonds to 90 of notes, shows a seeming 
deficiency in bonds of $12,359,288. One ex- 
planation of this seeming discrepancy is, that 
during the last year or two a number of Na- 
tional Banks have abandoned their circula- 
tion. In snch case they forward to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury an amount of green- 
backs equal to their outstanding notes, and 
then withdraw. their bonds as the 
law allows. As the notes of the 
National Banks are received at the 
Treasury they are assorted, and in the 
cease of the notes of these banks the green- 
backs are substituted for the bank notes, and 
the latter are canceled. It may happen that 
six months or a year may elapse before all 
the notes of a particular National Bank reach 
the Treasury, and in the meantime they are 
counted as outstanding, though there are no 


bonds on deposit for their security. So far 


as the bank is concerned, the circulation is 
redeemed and fetired from the time the 
greenbacks are deposited with the Treasurer 
and the bonds withdrawn. This may explain 
in whole or in part the seeming discrepancy 
between the outstanding circulation and. the 
amount of the bonds on 8 for its re- 
demption. 


TAXING CAPITAL STOCK AND DEBTS. 

Under the Revenue law of Illinois, the 
State Board of Equalization is designated to 
assess the capital stock and other property 
of railroads and other corporations doing 
business under the laws of this State. The 
process by which this valuation is reached is 
as follows: 

1. The ascertainment. of the value of the 
lands, lots, depots, and improvements there- 
on; the rolling-stock, road-bed, tracks, and 
all other tangible property. 

2. The value of the capital stock and the 
franchise. 

8. The outstanding debts of the corpora- 
tion. 

The yalue of the capital stock and franchise 
is ascertained by adding to the market value 
of the stock the amount ef the debts; from 
this aggregate, the assessed value ‘of the 
tangible property of the Company is de- 
ducted, and the difference is the value of the 
stock and franchise. Thus in 1873, the first 
year the Revenue law was in force, the State 
Board assessed the capital stock and property 
of the railroad companies in Ilinois as fol- 


lows:

NEW F.NGLAND IDEAS. 

The address which was delivered a few 
days ago before the students at the Com- 
mencementof the University of Virginia by 
the ex-Conf«derate Gen. Preston, and which 
was printers in the last issue of Tax Txrevunez, 
is perhaps. the most remarkable specimen of 
bombast and braggadocio, as well as of mis- 
repres‘aitation and virulence, that has been 
uttervd in the South since the close of the 
War. In point of fact, these qualities are 
developed to such an extent that we have lit- 
tle doubt this ‘fire-eating orator will create 
for himself in the South, as he most 
certainly will in the North, a feeling 
of profound contempt. His whole oration 
turns upon two points,—first, a wail for 
The Lost Cause,” and second, a savage at- 
tack upon ‘‘ Puritanism,” or, in other words, 
New England ideas, which he declares are ir- 
reconcilable with Southern ideas.” The 
first point needs but little attention. The 
Lost Cause is a ghost which has been ex- 
orcised by the vast majority of the Southern 
people. Only a minority of people had any 
interest in the Cause before it was lost, and 
still fewer, now that it is lost, care to find it 
again. The Lost Cause was the cause of the 
old slave-owning oligarchy. About a quarter 
of a milliom families in the South owned 
slaves and had a personal interest in slavery. 
Perhaps another quarter of a million of fami- 
lies had an indirect interest, while a million 


and a half of families, or more than two-thirds 


of the whole white population, had no more 
interest in the peculiar institution” than 
the North itself. The majority of those who 
formerly had any interest in slavery haye 
adapted themselves to the changed condition 
of affairs since the War, have accepted the 
situation, and have settled down to the con- 
viction that it is their policy to make the 
best of it. The orator of the University of 
Virginia, therefore, represents a mere hand- 
ful of irreconcilables whose virulence is 
silly because it is harmless, and his whining 
over the “Lost Cause” is unworthy of 
serious attention. 

The attack upon New England ideas, how- 
ever, deserves a little attention, not particu- 
larly because this orator has attacked them, 
but because they are exactly the ideas which 
the South needs to insure her material 
growth, to accelerate her industrial and social 
progress, and to promote her recowery from 
the waste and ravage of war. The South very 
generally already, and before long will en- 
tirely, abandon the idea of the rervitude of 
the black race to the white, and will accept 
the idea of the possession of equal political 
rights by the blacks. This very materially 
shortens the distance between New England 
and the South. Then what ideas have 
the Puritans, as Gen. Pro styles 
the New Englanders, which will prove 
injurious to the South, or which the South 
cannot accept? Let us see. New England 
hes a most admirable common-school system, 
which spreads the blessings of education to 
the Whole population. It has the largest, 
most flourishing, and most richly endowed 
colleges in the country, with the ablest and 
best paid professors, It has a gigantic sys- 
tem of manufacturing industries. It has a 
perfect system of banking, which invests the 
capital of New Engiand to the most profitable 
advantage. It hus a system of expediting 
communication by water, rail, and telegraph, 
which has added immensely to the produc- 
tiveness and profit of its unfertile soil. It 
has devoted inuch time and labor 
to the improvement of the sanitary 


Vohaiiiien a ite cities, towns, and, vil- 


lages, with excellent results. Its insurance 
interests are protecting both life and proper- 
ty, not only in New England, but even in the 
South. It has a great and beneficent system 
of public charities, carimg.for those who are 
unable to care for themselves, relieving mis- 
ery, pain, and powerty, and helping those 
afficted by nature or by accident. It has 
loaned out to other States hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars the development of its 
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abilities to mental and intell 
thinking, planning, 2 
h and — 
bee chive of industry and activity in which 
there are few drones. © Now, this is an idea 
which the South needs more than any other. 
One cause, and perhaps the most prominent 
eau se, of the disorder and unprosperous con- 
dition of the South lies in the fact that the 
labor of the South is performed by one-half 
of the population, and that the other half 
lives upon those who labor. Therefore there 
is no surplus of production for profit. The 
idle man eats up the surplus produced by the 
labx man. All this might be remedied if 
the ve oligarchy of the South accepted 
the New England idea that every man should 
work and produce a surplus with his own 
hands. 

The orator of the University. of Virginia, 
like many other Southern men, speaks of 
New England ideas as if they were confined to 
New Engiand.* These ideas have no such 
narrow limitations. They are the ideas of 
the whole North. New England ideas and 
civilization are diffused over the great West. 
During the Rebellion the South encountered 


musket. 

Everywhere that the New Englander goes 
he takes his ideas along with him, and every- 
where that he takes his ideas they pro- 
duce abundant. harvests of . prosperity. 
If the South wishes a like prosperity, 
let her adopt these New England ideas, 
and give no ear to the silly bombast of 
such men as Preston, who represeng a decay- 
ing animosity and the ghost of an idea which 
perishe in the late War. If the New En- 
gland idtsas are irreconcilable with the South- 
ern ideas, then are the Southern ideas irrecon- 
cilabke with peace, order, enlightenment, 
civilization, and the blessings which flow 
from their conjunction. 


ENGLAND AND THE PEACE OF EUROPE. 

Some days ago we drew attention to an ar- 
ticle in the last number of the London Furt. 
nightly Review, which made the astounding 
confession that, in case the neutrality of Bel- 
gium had been violated by the German Em- 
pire in the late dissensions growing out of 
the Ultramontane question, Great Britain 
could not throw more than 40,000 effective 
soldiers into the field to avert the destruction 
of Belgian independence, though an attack 
on Belgium would be at the same time a 
menace against Great Britain. It seems that 
this is not an exceptional or sensational view 
of the situation. An article in the current 
number of the Tempi Bar magazine entitled 
Is the National Spirit Dead?” makes materi- 
ally the same estimate of England’s military 
position, The decline of England’s fighting 
prowess is traced to the Orimean war, 
Though it really ante-dates that period by the 
forty years of peace which preceded it for 
the English, the war in the Crimea served to 
expose the real condition of things, of which 
the British people were either ignorant or 
careless. “The war of the Crimes did not de- 
velop a high example of military genius on 
the part of her Generals, but demonstrated 
the fatal defects in the military system of the 
Kingdom. Had this exposure aroused the 
sentiment of the nation to a heroic endeavor 
to regain the lost footing, the English people 
Fight now be spared the humiliation of 
these late confessions in their leading jour- 
nals, and the English Governmént would 
not have cause to tremble at every warlike 
demonstration on the Continent. 

The military system of England is now the 
object of contempt of all Europe, freely ex- 
pressed by the Russian, French, German, 
Italian, and Belgian press. An official jour- 
nal in Germany recently said that En- 
gland has effaced itself,” and the Belgians 
themselves recognize 
of Great Britain’s guarantee of the 
independence of Belgium, when the force 
of effectives is reduced to 30,000 or 40,000 
men. In Belgium the number is estimated at 
the flust figure. There is in England what 
may be called a small body-guard of regulars 
and a large corps of volunteers. But the lat- 
ter are under no obligations to serve the Gov- 
ernment abroad, and would probably disband 
at the first signs of war which would require 
them to cross the Channel, They were om 
ganized for home defense, and are only a sort 
of cheap imitation of the perfect Prussian | 
system: They hold to the Prussians about 
the same relation that a limited and exclusive 
school-system, such as formerly prevailed in 
the Southern States, holds to a universal, 
oompulsory, common-school education. The 
British militia system is voluntary, partial, 
and amateur; the Prussian system is compual- 
sory, thoxpugh, and professional. One is or- 
ganized and sustained chiefly for amusement, 
the other for hard war, 

Without commenting on the decay of mil- 
itary spirit in Great Britain which has grown 
out of the accumulation of wealth, the de- 
bilitation incident to luxury and indulgence, 
and. the absorption of the multitude in 
money-making, the real secret of Great 
Britain's weak condition among the European 
powers may be sufficiently explained by the 
failure to adopt the Prussiam military sys- 
tem, which makes every man a skilled sol- 
dier. That system dates back to the defeat 
of the Prussians at Jena. The terms which 
Narotrox made prohibited Prussia from 
keeping more than 40,000 men as a standing 
army. Then it was that the idea was con- 
ceived of renewing this limited army every

But, so long as Great Britain remains in her 
present weak military condition, the peace 
of Europe will not be assured by anything 
she can do, and there will be no time in 
which she can feel herself certain of the 
present peaceful, comfortable, luxurious en- 
jo;rment of the commercial prosperity and 
political prominence that are now hers. 
— 

The London Standard of yesterday con- 

tains an article, transmitted in part by cable, 


which reads more as if it had been raked out 


of some old scrap-book of the time of Gzoroz 
IV., and brought over in a sailing-vessel, in- 
stead of being taken from a leading newspa- 
per to-day and flashed across the Atlantic by 
lightning. It takes advantage of a Fourth- 
of-July celebration in London to characterize 
the American Revolution as “ the most un- 
provoked rebellion in history, and to re- 
mark that a majority of the people of the 
United States would joyfully retutn to the 
allegiance ‘‘from which a century ago. they 
made their insane revolt.” If we were in- 
clined to make serious answer to so grotesque 
a display of pig-headedness, we should refer 
the Tory spirit which the Standard represents 
to an article printed by the London Times 
not long since, suggested: by our present 
centennial observances. The Tunes pointed 


Arnerican people had not set up for them- 
selves an independent Government, the Capi- 
tal of the British’ Kingdom would to-day 
be located in the United States ; that, as the 
gr eater includes tlie lesser, the ‘beet of Gov- 
erament would follow the preponderance of 
pepulation, power, and interests, which 
would be in this country; and that, by this 
time, the three States now forming the 
United Kingdom would be States of the 
American Union, or mere colonies : the 
great British-American Empire. More than 
all, the vast surplus British capital would 
have also crossed the Atlantic, and would 
have been absorbed in the development of 
our vast mining and industrial interests.

There has been an increase of something 
more than $7,000,000 in the receipts over last 
year. A large part of this increase is due to 
the revival of trade during the year, and 
something to the increased taxes on whisky 
and tobacco, which were put on by Congress 
near the close of its session in the latter part 
of February.

Delicate and Ingenious Mechanism of the 
New Watch, 


Departure’ of the’ Inventor for Bwitserland. 


Abont the beginning of last December Mr. 
Albert H. Potter withdrew from the firm of Pot- 
ter Bros., in Tus Tarsus Building, for the pur- 
pose of giving hia time unioterruptedly to the 
construction of a fine watch, embodving a num- 
ber of improvemests which he believed would 
secure a time-piece far supesior to any thet had 
ever before been produced. 

MAKING 4 WATCH, 

To make a common watch, out-and-out, is 0

Brothers. He began doing business with them 
a little over two years ago. They were then on 
the corner of Halsted and Madison. From 
there they weut to South Water street; corner of 
Clark, thence to the éorner of Wabash and 
Water. The witness sold goods to them in 
December, 1874; did business with Frederick, 
although haeaw the other brothers frequently. 
Dec. 15 they bought fifty chests of tea from 
the witness on credit: The amount ‘of 
the bill was about $1,300, on four months’ time. 
In November he sold chests of tea to the 
amount of $1,821; Oct. 28, sold teas to the 
amount of $1,911.60; Sept. 9, sold to the amount

On cross-examination, the witness stated that 
previous to making the above sales he had sold 
the Roe Brothers goods at first for cash and 
afterwards credit, and that up to the eontract- 
ing of the bills mentioned they had paid their 
bills, Since the compromise made by the Roe 
Brotbera with their creditors, he had told Fred 
that they had swindled him and broken him up 
in business, and that he ought to let “him (the 
witness) have $2,000. He did not promise as a 
consideration that be would aid him to get 
credit again. 

On re-examination the witness stated before 
accumulating the indebtedness of $6,000, he nad 
never allowed the Roe Brothers to exceed 
88.000. They had gradualiy worked into his 
confidence until be allowed them a larger line 
of credit, when they skinned him. They made 
promises to pay him after the Ist of January, 
but in the meantime they ran away.
